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TRUCK TAX MAY 
PRECIPITATE FIGHT 


New Levy Kills Pledge, 
Belief of N. A. C. C. 
And A. A. A.

ASHINGTON, Jan. 25. 
—The new _ revenue 

bill, as amended by the Senate 
Finance Committee and for- 
mally reported to the Senate, 
provides an increase of ap- 
proximately $6,000,000 in au- 
tomotive taxes over the total 
amount specified in the meas- 


ure as passed’by the House. 

The increase is a result of the 
reimposition of a 2 per cent. levy 
on the sale of motor trucks, while 
there has been no change in the 
bill affecting the levy of 3 per cent. 
—a reduction from 5 per cent.— 
on passenger cars and the repeal 
voted by the House of the tax on 
tires, accessories and parts. 

The original 3 per cent. tax on 
trucks yielded the Treasury Depart- 
ment approximately $9,000,000 
yearly, and as a result of the action 
of the Senate Finance Committee 
the 2 per cent. levy is expected to 
produce an income to the govern- 
ment of $6,000,000, in addition to 
$69,600,000 to be collected from the 
sale of passenger cars. The total 
collection under the old revenue act 
yielded $116,000,000 from automo- 
biles. A - 

Senator Smoot, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, takes the po- 

sition that the reimposition of a 
tax on trucks is justified, in view 
of their use of Federal aid high- 
ways, and that to have repealed 
the levy entirely on this class of 
motor vehicles would have been 
unfair discrimination against the 
users of passenger Cars. 

Alvan Macauley, president of the. 
Packard Motor Car Company, and 
H. H. Rice, assistant to the presi-, 
dent of General Motors, both mem- 
bers of ,the tax committee of the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commérce, claim that the action 
of the Senate committee in reimpos- 
ing a 2 per cent. truck tax was 
contrary to the agreement at the 
time the measure was before the 
House.

No Oil Shortage ak 


EDGAR PEW, president of the American Petroleum 
Institute, speaks with authority on any matter con- 
nected with the production or distribution of petro- 

leum products. In his recent address to the institute at its 
annual meeting, he considered briefly reports of an impend- 
ing oil shortage. 

He pointed out that we have already reached a 
degree of development in the production of substi- 
tutes for petroleum motor fuel, such as shale oil, 
distillates from coal, etc., to assure us that no 
calamitous shortage of fuel ever will’ be possible. 
“These sources of supply,” said Mr. Pew, “all capa- 
ble of infinite development, will be called upon only 
when conditions demand and price justifies.” 

There is no question that this is true. We have almost 
limitless resources for the production of motor fluids, but the 
time to bring these to perfection is now, before actual petro- 
leum shortage is anything more than a cloud on the horizon. 
Shale oil and coal derivatives can give us motor fuel at some- 
where in the neighborhood of fifty cents per gallon. We 
must bring this price down, and above all, we must have 
perfected processes ready to meet our needs when the time 
comes. We are just now having a splendid example of the 
danger of allowing a source of supply of a basic material 
to rest in other hands than our own. The time may come 





when our petroleum supply is exhausted, when the possession | 


of a source of motor fuel in our own country may mean the 
difference between national safety and disaster. 


The Labor Dollar 


GREAT deal has been said recently about the growth of 

the automobile dollar. The car buyer today gets more 
for his dollar than he did ten years ago, in spite of the fact 
that our well known purchasing unit brings less when 
expended for any other commodity. This is the more 
remarkable when we consider that the employers’ labor 
dollar in the automotive industry at the present time is equal 
to only 44.2 per cent. of its 1914 status. In other words,-the 
automobile manufacturer today must spend a dollar to get 
the same amount of labor that he bought for 44.2 cents in 
1914. Just figure the tremendous growth in efficiency that 
the industry had to achieve to absorb such a loss in labor 
purchasing power as that.

Rubber Durability 
To Be Increased 


Special from A. D. N, Washington Bureau 

Washington, Jan. 25.—The du- 
rabilityeof rubber with respect to 
the effects of light and heat can 
be increased about 600 per cent. 
as the result of tests conducted by 
the U. S. Bureau of Standards, it 
is announced here. 

It has been known for some 
time that deterioration of vulcan- 
ized rubber by oxidation can be 
delayed by the use of substances 
which are themselves easily oxi- 
dized and which act as anticataly- 
sists of oxidation, the bureau’s re- 
port states. 

“Recently two of the largest rub- 
ber companies simultaneously pat- 
ented almost identical antioxi- 
dants,’”’ the report explains. et
